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Provincial 
Jietfiilalive Report 

The second session of the 13th 
Alberta legislative opened in the cap¬ 
ital city last week, amid the tradition¬ 
al pomp and splendor of ceremonies 
dating back to the beglng of the 
British parliamentary system. 

Honorable Dr. J. J. Bowlen, lieut¬ 
enant - governor arrived to open the 
session as a 15-gun salute boomed 
across the river valley. While a mil¬ 
itary band played, he walked through 
the vaulted main rotunda and into the 
chamber where he read the Speech 
from the Throne officially opening the 
session. 

Some 450 invited guests—the men 
in dark suits and the women in semi- 
formal gown*—watched the ceremon¬ 
ies from special seats on the floor of 
the house, and later attended a tea 
given by Mrs. E. C. Manning and the 
wives of the cabinet ministers. 

As usual, the Throne Speech gave 
only a vague outline of legislation the 
government prposes to introduce. But 
it also confirmed earlier suggestions 
that the Social Credit administration 
has decided to devote more attention 
to the financial plight of the municip¬ 
alities. The highlight of the speech 
was the forecast of more aid to towns, 
cities, villages, municipal districts and 
countries. 

The major step will be the estab¬ 
lishment of a proposed corporation 
which would take over the task of 
.municipal financing. At the outset, 
according to officials, it would borrow 
as much as $30,000,000 on the open 
market and re-1 end it to municipal¬ 
ities. 

The government also protnlsed a 
“comprehensive survey” of provincial 
municipal financial relations, which 
could result in new sources of revenue 
for local governments. 

According to plans, the corporat¬ 
ion's first job will be to raise the dif¬ 
ference between the amount the gov¬ 
ernment can lend to muninip&litles in 
the coming year and the amount the 
municipalities will need to finance 
their capital programs. 

It to expected *he legislature will be 
asked to replenish the municipal re¬ 
volving fund to the tune of around 
$43,000,000 which is about all the gov¬ 
ernment has left in cash on hand to 
lend out. The proposed corporation 
will have to raise the remainder of 
the estimated $73,000,000 municipalit¬ 
ies will want to borrow. 

The government - sponsored cor¬ 
poration will guarantee principal and 
interest of the money it borrows, and 
thereby gain a saving of one half to 
three quarters of one per cent in In¬ 
terest rates. 

It will have other wide powers to 
raise money, incuding the issue of 
short term bonds for sale to the pub 

lie. 

The government had no sooner an¬ 
nounced its intentions to survey pro¬ 
vincial municipal fiscal arrangement*, 
than the Liberal members of the 
house got into the act by letting word 
leak out that they are considering a 
motion along the same lines. They 
are planing a motion asking the gov¬ 
ernment to establish a royal commis¬ 
sion to investigate a distribution of 
responsibilities and revenues between 
the two levels of government. 

The goverment didn’t say how it 
plans to survey the field, and there 
haR been no indication whether it will 
favor a royal commission. However, 
the Throne Speech said the intention 
to to revamp the existing tax struct¬ 
ure and establish a “more satisfactory 
allocation of responsibilities and sour* 
ces of revenue”. 

On the second day of the session the 
reply to the Throne Speech waB mov¬ 
ed by J. C. Hillman (SC—Sedgewick) 
and seconded by Dr. J. D. Ross (SC— 
Edmonton). Both dealt with the cur¬ 
rent grain surplus difficulties facing 
prarie farmers. While they agreed 
some individual farmens have prob¬ 
lems, they saw the surpluses as more 
of a blessing, Baying they may be vit¬ 
ally needed at some future date. 

Another piece of legislation of in¬ 
terest to rural municipalities is an¬ 
ticipated during the session. It will 
give municipal districts taxing powers 
to raise money for weather modificat¬ 
ion—rain • making and hall suppres¬ 
sion . Hon. A. J. Hooke, minister of

Slim Crowd Indicates 
Lack of Interest 
Of Ratepayers 

The same usual lack of interest 
was shown thfis year by th-e rate 
payers of Raymond as the date of the 
annual meeting came and went (Feb. 
13th) with only a handful of people 
concerned enough about the operation 
of the town to attend. There were 
twenty nine men and two ladles at 
the meeting. 

Dean Rolfson was chairman and 
Harry Hall was secretary of the meet¬ 
ing that started right on time. The 
minute* of last years meeting were 
read by Warren Jones with Lawrence 
Duncombe moving the acceptance. 

The hospital Report was read by 
H. Dean Rolfson and accepted on the 
motion of Bruce Galbraith with Scott 
Scoville seconding the motion. 

The librarian, Delia Woolf, read the 
Library Report which showed a sub¬ 
stantial Increase in the number of 
books available and the number of 
people using the library. This report 
fas accepted with a vote of thanks on 
the motion of Max Hamilton with BUI 
Hague as seconder. 

In reporting for the Cemetery Board 
Mrs. Woolfe stated that there were 28 
graves dug during the year and con¬ 
siderable improvement work had been 
done. The report of the Board, consist, 
ing of Mrs. Woolfe, J. D. Hall, Floyd 
Wilde, Bob Heggie and Vivian King, 
was accepted with a vote of thanks 
on the motion of Alma Hancock and 
Roy Woolley. 

Secretary of tho town Warren Jones 
read the Report of the Town that 
showed that the tax arrears was still 
a very large problem. Only $64,881.73 
out of a levy of $108,860.14 was col¬ 
lected during the year of 1955. Total 
tax arrears amount to $91,908.15. The 
Town is in firm financial condition 
with a surplus of over $130,000. 

In the summary of Town operations 
for 1955 it was shown that revenues 
amounting to $153,278.10 left a surplus 
of $23,800.50. 

In the Water Works Account a tot¬ 
al of $184,151.15 in assets leaves a 
surplus of $100,051.43. 

Out standing Town debentures are 
$79,500 for Sewer, $86,735 for Hard- 
surfacing, $82,000 for water works. 

In his report to the ratepayers May¬ 
or Taylor stated that by comparing 
financial reports it was learned that 
the Town of Raymond is operated at 
les* expense than many other towns 
in a similar categor. He said that 
an orderly schedule of improvement 
is under study with improved water 
supply as one of the most important 
A re^survey of the large blocks in 
Town should be made with a view 
to developing on a more concentrated 
area. Hard surfacing should also be 
carried out on an improved pattern 
the Mayor stated.

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BINGO GAMES AND RAFFLES 

Here Is a statement Issued by the 
Department or the Attorney General 
In respect of bingo games and church 

raffles: 

Recent police action In connection 
with the operation of Bingo garner has 
focussed public attention on the Crim¬ 
inal code as It affects various games 
of chance, or mixed chance and skill. 

The Criminal Code Is a federal stat¬ 
ute. Part 5 of the code deals specifi¬ 
cally with disorderly houses, gaming 
and betting The interpretation's with 
embodied in Section 169 define a gam¬ 
ing house as one “in which, directly 
or Indirectly, a fee is charged to or 
paid by the players for the privilege 
of playing or participating in a game

This clearly brings Biugo games 
within the meaning of Section 168 of 
the Criminal Code of Canada. 

However, the same Section does 
make certain exceptions, in the inter¬ 
ests of bona fide social clubs, chari¬ 
table and religious organizations. In 
the case of social clubs, no portion 
of the proceeds of games may be paid 
to the keeper of the place in which 
the games are held; and no fee In ex¬ 
cess of ten cents an hour or fifty cents 
a day may be charged for the privilege 
of playing. 

Charitable or religious organizations 
are permitted to conduct games “oc¬ 
casionally". They may charge a direct 
fee for the jkrivilege of playing, “if 
the proceeds from the games are to be 
used for a charitable or religious ob¬ 
ject" No limit haa been fixed as to the 
amount to be charged the players or 
the value of the prizes given. 

The responsibilty of any Provincial 
Attorney General Is limited to the ad- 
mlnisteration of the Criminal Code 
and the enforcement of the law. No 
Provincial official has any authority 
to amend the Criminal Code. Till* can 
be done only by Parliament. It is un¬ 
derstood that a house of Commons 
Committee is currently giving study to 
various suggested amendments. 

It has been implied in certain sec¬ 
tions of the press that the Attorney 
General can put his own interpretat¬ 
ion on the law' and can actually pro¬ 
hibit bingo games. This is not correct. 

The Criminal Code of Canada gives 
no authority to the Attorney General 
of Alberta or any other Province, 
either to prohibit or to permit bingo 
or any other matters confined to Fed¬ 
eral jurisdiction. The interpretation of 
the law’ is the function of the Courts. 

So long as the games are operated 
within the exceptions under the pro¬ 
visions of the Criminal Code in respect 
of gaming, the police may not inter¬ 
fere with or stop these games. Char¬ 
itable and religious groups wishing to 
use the proceeds of such games for 
charitable or religious purposes may 
conduct them occasionally, i.ei at ir¬ 
regular intervals. 

One other important exception is 
the promotion of raffles at church baz¬ 
aars. Permission to conduct these 
must be obtained from civic or mun- 
Iciple authority and the prize offered 
is limited to $50 in value. 

It should be noted that, while a 
$50 limit is designated by the statute 
in the case of .authorized raffles, no 
such limit is defined in the case of 
bingo. In consequence, the Piovin-
